Dear Mr,Bolden:- 
I have been very busy so please excuse my delay in 

giving you an estimate for the iron gates and changes in the 2d 
floor of your building. I have taken up the matter with Mr.Udall 
who says it is hard to give an exact figure as he would prefer 
for your sake to do it cost of labor and material plus his commission, 
He gives me,however,as an outside figure for gates; changes in present 
eondtruction: shelves &c. between $300 and $350,but thinks it could 
probably be done much cheaper, 

If you should undertake these changes I should recommend 
doing them in the way Mr.Udall suggests as it is hard to calculate 
this sort of work.
